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Local cable system 
has a new owner 



Second cable firm also 
plans to begin offering 
services here in spring 

Time Warner Cable has completed 
the sale of a number of its cable systems 
in 25 states to Windjammer Communi- 
cations. The sale, which became effec- 
tive Jan. 1, included about 80,000 sub- 
scribers in what Time Warner termed” 
non-strategic markets,” mostly in rural 
areas. Locally, the sale involves systems 
at West Liberty as well as others 
throughout this area of Kentucky. 

The systems had been on the auction 
block since last spring and industry ana- 
lyst David Joyce said most were ac- 
quired as part of Time Warner Cable’s 
purchase of Adelphia Communications. 

According to a press release, the sys- 
tems are located on 125 headends in 25 
different states. With 80,000 subscrib- 
ers, that means that each headend has 
roughly 640 subscribers, indicating that 
those systems are extremely rural in na- 
ture. 

Cable industry observers familiar 
with the deal suggested that, while the 
systems are in need of upgrades, there 
is the potential to offer high-speed data 
and telephony: The 120,000 revenue- 
generating units average only about 1.5 
services per customer. “That means that 
they’re not offering much high-speed 
data and no voice service,” one cable 
industry executive said. 

Press releases earlier this year an- 
nouncing the pending purchase by 
Windjammer Communications sug- 



gested that the new owners were con- 
sidering upgrading the systems to pro- 
vide better cable service along with high 
speed internet and telephone service. 
However, a spokesperson at City Hall 
said on Monday that West Liberty offi- 
cials had not been contacted by the new 
owners. Windjammer Communications 
will operate the local system under Time 
Warner’s existing franchise 

Because of chronic poor reception 
issues, many local Time Warner sub- 
scribers have been switching to satellite 
TV service, observers here say. 

In the meantime, another company,

Replica of war hero’s parka is 
presented to local museum 



The Morgan County Historical Mu- 
seum recently held a special ceremony 
honoring the gift of a replicated war ar- 
tifact belonging to a highly-decorated lo- 
cal Marine. 

The late Colonel William E. Barber 
was awarded the Congressional Medal 
of Honor for leadership during the Ko- 
rean War in 1952 by Pres. Harry Truman. 

During his time in Korea, Colonel 
Barber loaned his bloodstained parka to 
a wounded Marine during a five-day 
battle to secure a key mountain pass near 
the Chosin Reservoir in North Korea. 
Colonel Barber donated the parka to the 



Morgan County Historical Museum af- 
ter it was returned to him years later. 

The curator of the Museum of the 
Marine Corps later requested that the 
parka be donated by the Historical So- 
ciety for display in Quantico, Va., where 
it is now on display for view by thou- 
sands of visitors in the Korean War sec- 
tion of the museum. 

Mayor Bob Nickell, a Vietnam War 
Marine veteran, recently helped the His- 
torical Museum secure a promised rep- 
lica of Colonel Barber’s parka, which 
was presented to the museum on Dec.

Unemployment rates rose in 
116 of Kentucky’s 120 counties 
between November 2007 and 
November 2008, while falling in 
only three. 

Morgan County recorded an 
unemployment rate during the 
period of 9.3 percent, placing it 
among the ten counties with the 
highest jobless figures. 

Jackson County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate —11.8 percent, followed by 
Clay County, 10.5 percent; 
Magoffin and McCreary coun- 
ties, 10.3 percent each; Wolfe 
County, 10.2 percent; Grayson 
and Menifee counties, 9.5 per- 
cent each; Union County, 9.7 
percent; Russell County, 9.6 per- 
cent, and Morgan County with 
9.3 percent. 

Fayette County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the state at 
4.8 percent. Other counties with 
low unemployment rates were 
Woodford County, 5 percent; 
Oldham and Warren counties, 5.4 
percent each; Jessamine County, 
5.6 percent; Boyd and Scott 
counties, 5.7 percent each, and 
Boone, Franklin, Hancock and 
Madison counties, 5.8 percent 
each.

New program will mean 
improved patient care 
at Morgan Co. facility 

WEST LIBERTY, Ky. — Im- 
proved patient care and operat- 
ing efficiency are key goals of a 
new program adopted by Morgan 
County ARH Hospital starting in 
January 2009. 

Steve Gavalchik, Community

They’re also available 
generally at any time to help the 
nursing staff with questions or 
problems involving hospital pa- 
tients.” 

Gavalchik said, “The 
hospitalist stays in close touch 
with patients, their families and 
their personal physicians. We’re 
really excited about being able 
to elevate the over-all level of 
care our patients receive and,

Lottery’s Lost Lure 



All bets are off for the gam- 
bling industry. As rising job- 
lessness forces Americans to 
wager less, revenues for state 
lotteries and casinos are drop- 
ping. The decline defies the old 
notion that gambling is reces- 
sion proof — or an easy ticket 
for riches and cheap entertain- 
ment. 

Now, if only this fading de- 
lusion of a “lady luck” could 
be turned into a lasting desire 
to make an honest buck. 

For an industry that doesn’t 
create wealth but simply trans- 
fers it — mostly from the poor 
to the already rich — the fu- 
ture is not rosy. More people 
are now acutely aware of finan- 
cial risks from subprime mort- 
gages to shaky stocks to lottery 
scratch tickets. 

State governments are 
scrambling to make up for an 
average 2 percent dip in lottery 
revenues in the third quarter 
compared with the previous 
year. Companies that run casi- 
nos saw their stock prices drop 
by more than 60 percent in 
2008, while on the Las Vegas 
Strip, gambling revenues have 
fallen nearly 10 percent. 

Nevada, in fact, faces a so- 
bering moment about the risk 
of risk. Not only is its gaming 
industry suffering, but the state 
has the highest rate of home 
foreclosures. It seems the gam- 
bling mentality extended to 
buying homes, on the assump- 
tion that prices would always 
go up. That belief — nation- 
wide — is now as dubious as 
the pull of a slot machine. 

This drop in gambling is un- 
usual considering that the 
Great Depression saw gam- 
bling boom. 

In 2007, the legal side of the 
industry earned 94 billion in 
revenues, up 70 percent in a de- 
cade. That figure doesn’t in- 
clude wagering outside the law, 
such as bets on the Super Bowl 
— estimated at $8 billion — or 
the estimated $2.5 billion 



gambled away during college 
basketball’s March Madness. 

But state lotteries are par- 
ticularly pernicious because 
elected officials, supposedly 
the guardians of public moral- 
ity, prey on the most vulnerable 
to supplement their budgets. 
About 1 in 5 people plays the 
lottery regularly, and they are 
the wrong people. Those who 
spend the most on tickets earn 
less than $12,400 a year, part- 
ing with about 9 percent of their 
income. 

Some states, such as New 
York, want to expand gambling 
to make up for budget short- 
falls. Others are more aggres- 
sive in their “get rich quick” 
marketing, especially to hook 
young people. Some tickets are 
infused with smells like choco- 
late. Others are tied to the Ad- 
vent season or Hollywood 
flicks. 

With the housing and Wall 
Street crisis, Americans should 
have by now learned much 
about risk. A new study by 
University of Texas business 
professor Alok Kumar shows 
that individual investors who 
buy inexpensive stocks per- 
ceived like a lottery — highly 
volatile with histories of big 
gains that defy the market — 
are also regular lottery players. 
They tend to be young men 
who leek upward mobility from 
poorer, less educated lives, of- 
ten in regions with high unem- 
ployment. 

“As gambling attains wider 
acceptability in the society and 
the level of gambling activities 
increases, the level of specula- 
tive trading in financial markets 
could rise,” the author states. 

One bright spot in this deep 
recession is that gamblers 
might be saying “Enough!” to 
the lure of easy money and call- 
ing it quits. States, too, should 
call it quits on lotteries and not 
peddle this vice.

Jan. 5 — Next month’s transi- 
tion to digital television, which is 
bound to be troublesome for 
many rural Americans, just got 
more troublesome. 

The National Telecommunica- 
tions and Information Adminis- 
tration announced today that the 
program to provide $40 coupons 
for digital converter boxes has ex- 
hausted its $1.34 billion budget, 
“weeks sooner than anyone ex- 
pected,” because of heavy news 
coverage of the issue over the 
holidays, according to Ira 
Teinowitz of TVWeek. 

“Instead of getting a coupon, 
consumers on the list will be no- 
tified there will be a delay,” 
Teinowitz reports. “Through Feb. 
11, about 351,000 coupons are 
expected to expire unused each 
week, and the same number then 
can be issued. Because more con- 
sumers applied for coupons in 
November and December, the 
number that will expire later in 
February and March also will 
grow, but that will come after the

Qualification for Homestead Exemption 

If you are 65 years old or will turn 65 in 2009 and 
have not signed up for the Homestead Exemption, you 
will need to apply at the Morgan County PVA office no 
later than March 1, 2009. To qualify under the 
Homestead Exemption provision of the Constitution, 
the property owner must be 65 years old or turn 65 in 
2009 and own and maintain the property for which the 
exemption is sought as his or her personal residence. 
Qualifying for the Homestead Exemption will result in 
a discount on your property tax bill. 

Also, if you are 100% disabled, you may receive the 
same discount under the Homestead Exemption. To 
qualify, you will need to apply at the Morgan County 
PVA office and bring verification of your disability 
benefits no later than March 1, 2009. If you have 
already signed up to receive the disability exemption, 
you are required by state law to annually submit 
updated verification of your disability benefits to the 
Morgan County PVA office by March 1 st of the current 
tax year in order to maintain your exemption.

Question: How can I check 
my Social Security earnings for 
accuracy? 

Answer: Check out page three 
of your Social Security State- 
ment. You receive your Statement 
each year about three months be- 
fore your birthday. It shows the 
earnings we have recorded for 
each year you worked. You can 
look at the earnings chart and 
know whether it is complete and 
correct. You may not receive all 
the benefits to which you are en- 
titled if your record is not accu- 
rate, so it is important to do this 
review. 

Question: I lost my Social 
Security card, should I get a new 
one?

William Edward Barber was 
born at Dehart in Morgan County 
on Nov. 30, 1919. He was the 
eighth of 10 children born to 
Woodrow and Mabel Carter Bar- 
ber. As a young man, he was shy 
and spent much of his time read- 
ing books on history and keep- 
ing up with current events. He 
worked along with his dad and 
brothers raising crops on the fam- 
ily farm. 

William was a good student 
and graduated valedictorian of 
his class at age 15. He entered 
Morehead State Teachers’ Col- 
lege and joined the Marine Re- 
serve in the late 1930s. He quit 
school during his sophomore 
year and left for boot camp at 
Parris Island, S.C. 

After being commissioned a 
2nd lieutenant in 1944, he took 
part in the battle for Iwo Jima. 
He was wounded, but returned to 
the battle before the island was 
secured. Disregarding his own 
safety, he rushed to the aid of two 
fellow Marines pinned down by 
enemy fire. Lt. Barber was 
awarded the Silver Star for his 
actions. 

Most people in our county 
know the above facts about Wil- 
liam E. Barber and that later he 
was awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for his leader- 
ship in the Korean War. That is 
about all that I have ever known 
about him. I met Colonel Barber 
two times when he brought ar- 
ticles to display in our local his- 
tory museum. I found him to be 
a gentleman and a kind person. 

I have recently had the oppor- 
tunity to read a bound manuscript 
written by Bob Drury and Tom 
Clavin titled, The Last Stand of 
Fox Company. It is a very well- 
written and detailed book de- 
scribing then-Captain Barber and 
his F, or “Fox” Company’s de- 
fensive action in the mountains 
of North Korea. 

Firsthand accounts from sur- 
viving members of Fox Com- 
pany and official reports give a 
gripping and sometimes graphic 
account of the six-day battle. It 
is very emotional to read about 
the hardships and facing death 
daily that Captain Barber and his 
Marines had to endure. 

I believe that any Morgan 
County citizens interested in his- 
tory will want to read The Last 
Stand of Fox Company. I do ex- 
pect it to become one of the great- 
est war movies of all time. This 
is not an official review, per se, 
but just my own thoughts and 
observations. 

In June 1950, a 90,000 man 
North Korean Army crossed the 
38th Parallel and entered the Re- 
public of South Korean Army 
and their American allies push- 
ing them south and occupying 
more than 95 percent of the coun-

Morgan County Broadband, has 
announced plans to begin offer- 
ing cable TV service with high 
speed DSF internet and tele- 
phony capabilities to West Fib- 
erty residents this spring.

try. General Douglas Mac Arthur 
made an end run to outflank the 
North Koreans. 

American troops landed at 
Inchon Southwest of the capitol 
of Seoul and began pushing the 
Communists forces north. 
MacArthur intended to push 
them all the way to the Yalu River 
on the Chinese border. He told re- 
porters that the war would soon 
be over and the American boys 
would be home for Christmas. 
Chinese Foreign Minister Chou 
En-Fai warned America to not 
come close to the 38th Parallel, 
but MacArthur ignored him. 

United States army units and 
the 1st Marine Division were 
some 210 miles north of the 38th 
Parallel near a large man-made 
reservoir near Chosin. It was 
quickly nicknamed the “Frozen 
Chosin” by American GIs and 
Marines. There had been rumors 
of Chinese troops entering North 
Korea and a few actual sightings. 
This information was mostly ig- 
nored by Allied commanders. 

Actually, over 300,000 Chi- 
nese troops had crossed the bor- 
der and began pushing south. 



only about 1.5 services per cus- 
tomer. “That means that they’re 
not offering much high-speed 
data and no voice service,” one 
executive said. 

The price of the deal was not 
disclosed, but Time Warner 
Cable said in a statement that its 
second-quarter results will reflect 
a $45 million loss on the sale of 
the systems.

There were 8,000 Marines at 
Chosin in danger of being cut off 
and trapped if the Chinese occu- 
pied Toktong Pass in the 
Nangnim Mountains. Captain 
Barber and 234 Marines of Fox 
Company were ordered to oc- 
cupy the heights around the pass 
and to hold it open, allowing the 
1st Marine Division to withdraw. 
A young Marine from Morgan 
County, Findberg Amyx, was 
among the 8,000. 

Captain Barber and his com- 
manding officer, Ft. Col. 
Fockwood, traveled by Jeep the 
seven miles to the top of the 
mountain and Toktong Pass. Af- 
ter approving Captain Barber’s 
defensive plan, they were to re- 
turn to below and come back with 
Fox Company. Captain Barber 
persuaded Fockwood to let him 
remain at the pass and do more 
planning. 

Fockwood reluctantly agreed, 
knowing that at least three hours 
would pass before the company 
would arrive. In addition to the 
bitter cold, he also was concerned 
about the possibility of Chinese 
troops in the area. 

Captain Barber had assumed 
command of the company about 
the first of October. He arrived 
in a crisp, starched uniform to a 
company that had been in the 
field for weeks. One Marine 
stated that their new CO “looked 
like a well-dressed grave.” He 
believed that appearance re- 
flected combat readiness and 
noted the unkept appearance of 
his company and stated that they 
resembled “Poncho Villa’s” ban- 
dit gang. He insisted that they 
clean up and started daily target 
practice. They grumbled, but 
would be appreciative of this in 
the weeks to come. 

Captain Barber had studied 
Mao’s “On Protracted War,” 
which favored drawing an enemy 
deep into one’s territory and then 
chopping the overextended 
troops into pieces. He had be- 
lieved that the 1st Marine Divi- 
sion was being lured into a trap 
all along. 

Fox Company began arriving 
later in the afternoon and found

their CO nearly frozen from the 
bitter cold wind. He immediately 
ordered them to begin digging in 
at positions he had decided on 
earlier. The last Marines arrived 
at near dusk. They hacked out 
shallow foxholes in the frozen 
ground and all platoons were dug 
in by 9 p.m. 

The temperature had dropped 
to minus 30 degrees on the wind- 
swept, snow covered mountain. 
At the time they had no idea that 
they were surrounded by 10,000 
Chinese troops. The Chinese 
commander had allotted one bat- 
talion to attack and wipe out the 
American position. At 2:07 a.m. 
Nov. 28, 1950, an attack began 
on the outlying positions. 

Several Marines were killed in 
their foxholes, some captured 
and dragged away. They reached 
the main line of resistance and 
were cut down by the alerted 
Marines. Many of the automatic 
weapons froze in the bitter cold 
and would only first one shot at 
a time. They met the advancing 
Chinese with shovels, knives, 
rocks and bare hands. 

Wave after wave of enemy 
troops came at the position until 
near dawn. Many Marines had 
been killed, wounded or captured 
by then. Cargo planes air dropped 
ammunition and medical sup- 
plies to the beleaguered position 
during the next few days to keep 
them supplied. Night after night, 
the position was hit by hundreds 
of Chinese troops, and each dawn 
revealed that more Marines had 
been killed through the night. 
The KIA’s were carried to the 
side of the aid station and added 
to the growing, gruesome frozen 
pile of corpses. 

At 2:30 a.m. Nov. 29, a bullet 
hit an officer and ricochetted and 
struck Captain Barber in the pel- 
vis. The two supported each other 
and made their way to the aid sta- 
tion. After being treated, Captain 
Barber fashioned a crutch from 
a tree limb and returned to the 
front line, encouraging his men. 
He was offered the chance to 
withdraw from the mountain. 
When asked if he could hold the 
position, he replied, “We will 
hold, sir.” 

On Dec. 1, he was carried by 
stretcher to make a perimeter 
check and to check on his men. 
Three fourths of Fox Company 
was killed, wounded or missing 
during the four days and five 
nights of fighting. Only 60 Ma-

rines and Navy Corpsmen were 
left standing. Toktong Pass was 
held open, allowing the bulk of 



the 1st Marine Division to escape 
the Chosin Reservoir area. 

Fox Company was reached by 
a relief column on Dec. 2, 1950. 
All Marines, living and dead (ex- 
cept eight who were buried at the 
pass for lack of transport) left the 
mountain on Dec. 4. 

Over 1,000 Chinese dead 
were counted in the immediate 
vicinity of “Fox Hill.” Many 
more were covered by snow in 
the ravines and crevices of the 
mountain. 

Captain Barber was flown to 
a hospital in Japan for treatment. 
He was presented the Medal of 
Honor at the White House by 
President Truman in August 
1952. He went on to serve in 
Vietnam and retired in 1970. Af- 
ter retiring, he returned to 
Morehead State University and 
finished his degree. 

Colonel William E. Barber 
died in 1982, and was buried in 
Arlington Cemetery. He had 
loaned his blood stained parka to 
a wounded Marine in Korea, but 
had it returned years later. He 
brought the parka (blood stains 
still visible), his officer’s sword 
and other items to the Morgan 
County History Museum shortly 
before his death. He stated that 
he wanted them on permanent 
display in his hometown. 

When plans were being made 
for the Museum of the Marine 
Corps a few years ago, their cu- 
rator requested the parka for dis- 
play. The Barber family said it 
was our decision. We felt that it 
belonged there for thousands of 
visitors to see. Two Marines 
came and picked up the parka 
about three years ago. It is now 
located in the Korean War sec- 
tion of the museum at Quantico, 
Va., which contains a diorama of 
Fox Hill. 

As a return favor, we were 
promised a replica of the parka 
for our museum. As always in 
dealing with the military, there 
has been a snafu and we continue 
to wait for the replica. Mayor 
Robert Nickell, Vietnam War 
Marine Veteran, is trying to help 
us with this matter. 

As I stated, this article does 
not do the book justice. It is a 
must read for anyone who knew 
Colonel Barber, any former Ma- 
rine, or just someone interested 
in history. The book will be pub- 
lished in January 2009.

The Judge’s Corner

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

Winter is upon us, and we will 
have several icy, snowy days 
ahead of us. We will work to- 
gether to keep the roads as clean 
as possible. I would like to an- 
swer some of the most frequently 
asked questions about winter road 
maintenance: 

Question: Why do some of our 
surrounding counties have their 
roads cleaned before Morgan 
County does? 

Answer: Morgan County is 
the seventh largest county in Ken- 
tucky in land mass. Some coun- 
ties may only have one or two 
main routes, but Morgan County 
has many main state roads, in- 
cluding Highways 519, 460 East, 
460 West, 205, 172, 191, as well 
as Highways 437, 1260, 3345, 
772, 364, 1000, 1002, 844 and 
many others. 

If you lined up all of the state, 
county and city roads end to end, 
it would equal about 500 miles or 
more. Every road the crews travel 
up, they have to travel back down. 
That adds up to about 1 ,000 miles 
of roads to be covered by the road 
crews. 

For every time they plow and 
salt, that 1,000 miles would equal 
about the same distance from 
West Liberty to Okeechobee, Fla. 
Many times the road crews plow 
and salt for three or four days, 
making this trip over and over 
again. 

Question: How did losing the 



state snow and mow contract af- 
fect county government, and how 
will it affect the citizens of Mor- 
gan County? 

Answer: For the past four 
years, Morgan County govern- 
ment has had a contract with the 
state to remove snow and mow 
certain state roads. The state paid 
Morgan County government 
$170,000 per year for this ser- 
vice, which allowed county road 
crews to remove snow on rural 
secondary state roads, while the 
state cleaned the main routes. 

I believe in common sense. If 
I have to travel a state route to 
get to a county route, I should 
drop my blade and remove snow 
or mow the roadside. However, 
this year, we are no longer al- 
lowed to do this on state roads. 

The state is going to maintain 
all state roads, which will impact 
us in two ways: 

• While main roads are being 
treated, secondary roads will 
have to wait. 

• When the state no longer 
sends the $170,000 to the county, 
we cannot afford as much salt, 
gravel, blacktop, etc. This year, 
the price of salt is a little over $70 
per ton. Currently, one truckload 
of salt is costing the county about 
$1,700.
